He was 
developed from American Fox Hounds 
who were “rejects.' 

foxes in the daytime but preferred to 
chase and hunt at night. So these dogs 
were cast out of the foxhound pack 
and sold to hunters who wanted night 
hunting dogs. 

These dogs were used on anything 
from raccoons, to bears to mountain 
lions. But all types of Coonhounds must 
be taught not to hunt skunks for obvious 
reasons. 

In England in the 17th and 18th 
century English Foxhounds were 


Unfortunately the U.S. finds it very 
easy to bully Canadian politicians and 
our politicians know litde or noth¬ 
ing about weapons systems and are 
always looking to curry favour with U.S.

2) However more importantly this 
aircraft is totally wrong for our needs as 
the following analysis explains.

The packs of 
American Foxhounds follow the scent 
not knowing that at the end there won’t 
be a real fox. Hunt Club members enjoy 
this sport as a weekend activity and it is 
good exercise for the foxhounds, horses 
and riders.

C.diff outbreak at hospital

PORT COLBORNE — An out¬ 
break of Clostridium difficile has 
been confirmed at Port Colbome 
hospital. 

Niagara Health System 
declared the outbreak back on 
Oct. 20 with three cases, and 
on Oct. 23 with one more case 
on the west wing of the second 

The bacteria causes diarrhea 
and more serious intestinal 
conditions such as colitis. Feces 
are where the bacteria is found. 
Once in contact with the feces, 
a person can transmit the bacte¬ 
ria to others from hand-to-hand

REVIEW: 2011 Ford Mustang convertible 



Making the 
pony expressive 


You might not know It from 
the way the Ford Mustang 
looks after its 2009 retro rede¬ 
sign, but the car has come a 
long way since it was intro¬ 
duced in 1964. 

Oh, the 2011 version may 
closely resemble the original 
— but not if you look under 
the hood. 

Back when it was knock¬ 
ing the automotive world on 
its ear, those first Mustangs 
were powered by a choice of 
a 2.8-litre straight six produc¬ 
ing 101 hp or a 4.3-litre V8 
that made 164 hp. 

Shelby Cobra version with a 
honking big 5.4-litre V8 that 
churns out 550 hp and even 


a visceral appeal to all the 
power the Shelby has on tap, 
the V6 offers a more sophis- 

and won’t frighten the neigh¬ 
bours’ children. 

Operation is a lot quieter 
and the six-speed Getrag 
gearbox isn’t as stiff and

196414 convertible cost you 
about $2,600. Now the 2011 
model lists at $31,399 and 

$35,829 thanks to extras like 
the interior upgrade package. 

I got the chance to drive a 
new Cobra GT500 for a day 
before picking up the con¬ 
vertible, and although there’s 


i’s drive 
of the extra lateral support it 
provides — especially in cor¬ 
nering where the big V8 can 
create a lot of Gs. 

Controls are legible and 
easy to use, but there aren’t a 
lot of places to stow stuff. The 
door pockets are tiny, and 
who uses a glove box these 
days? So small items tend to 
get tossed into the cuphold- 
ers, which makes for some 
fussing about when you're in 
the takeout lane at Tim's.
